Tabowie, Korea. Jan 7, 19 06. 
Editor Telegraph: — 
We are having very 3ii\je winter 
so far, only two small snow storms 
and one spell of zero weather. 
On Christmas day I had a tree for 
the four hoys of our American set­ 
tlement from 2 to 4 
y ears of age, 
and how we all enjoy ed 11— a ten foot 
pine tree, lighted with many « audlies 
andwith fancy 
trimmings 
brought 
from America. 
“Santa Claus” came 
with it an no one bad a thought that 
it. was not the genuine “Saint Nich­ 
olas/” even Rowland didn ’t suspect 
it was his father. 
1 made rag dolls, 
dressed Korean sty le.balls and stock­ 
ings fiilled with sweets and besides 
we had toys sen t‘from Kobe, Japan, 
and wheelbarrows and shovels the 
Japanese carpenters here made for 
the children. 
Surely , you would not 
have believed it 
couid have 
been 
done with our surroundings. 
The 
Korean boys here at the bouse seem­ 
ed to think it was a huge joke and 
enjoy ed it as much as the children. 
Mr. Crawford shot a bear and be­ 
sides that we had 
venison, pork, 
chicken and beef for our Christmas 
eating, even plum pudding and fruit 
cake being in evidence. 
Here at Tabowie were have a “Vic­ 
tor,” machine with several hundred 
records so that helped to pasrf the 
day. 
The company authorized the 
Christmas gift to the white men here 
of $10.000, gold, to be divided among 
the eighty -five men in proportion to 
the amount of salar> which had been 
paid them during their time here, no 
one to receive less than $2 5 In’gold, 
and, of course, the men who had 
been here longest and received the 
most salary , to receive the most. We 
employ ed ourselves planning how we 
would have enjoy ed the several hun­ 
dred that came to us if we were back 
In God’s Country ” but that day is 
soon coming when we will get back 
to civilization. 
Chinese Jugglers. 
Yesterday a band of Chinese jug­ 
glers passed through here and we 
watched them perform for two hours. 
Though their methods were crude, 
y et they did the same things that an 
American juggler would have done.

We insisted that they take him to

The doctor 
found 
that they had

with 
needles—no wonder the child cried 
with his hands over his stomach. 
They are as afraid of medicine in 
ternally as we would be of their ex 
ternal treatment, but now they see 
its effect and the child is so much 
better; my boy is so delighted, for 
they care a great deal for. their chil­ 
dren. 
Divorce I .aw. 
If a Korean woman has four sons 
her husband can not divorce her or 
take another wife, as sons are con­ 
sidered a great blessing. 
One’s heart goes out in pity for 
these people but 
sy mpathy gets a 
check when one gives them warm 
clothing for winter and after weal­ 
ing it a few day s, they sell it to some 
other Korean. 
My boy, I have had 
even since I came here, is very faith­ 
ful and not so tricky : but the coolies 
I have had. have added greatly to 
my knowledge of human nature. The
